A sheet or tin no thicker than a cigarette paper stopped the fonn- 


er'hnd decreased the latter. But to offset this, a fissure no bigger 
than the hundredth part of a millimeter—1-2,500 of an Inch—was suf- 
ficient to allow the energy to pierce the sheet. 


Meeting an obstacle such as a ship or a powder magazine, .-the 


radiations would charge the whole metallic portion met with. The 
metallic framework would sputter with the electric sparks discharged 
The network of wires on cruisers, torpedo boats, etc.,'would pro- 
voke an atmosphere of sparks that would cause the magazines or 
the shells to explode. 


The radiations directed'in parallel waves would' penetrate the 


arsenals, casemates, fortresses or powder magazines, destroying ev- 
erything in their passage. 
Buildings, would crumble and fall. Noth- 


ing could stand against the direct impact of these millions of par- 
ticles beating up against every atom In the structure at the point'to- 
ward which the force was directed. 


.This has been done in little, but not in large. That is a .matter 


of detail, however, since the thing has .been found, to be possible. 
The present obstacles are two—the lack of sufficient radium and the 
lack of sufficient apparatus. To reflect these radiations, or to direct 
them rather, the length of which vary from five hundred to two thou- 
sands yards, it would be necessary to employ parabolic . mirrors ten 
thousand yards or more high,, or else a condenser still more power- 


ful many times than any made so far. 


If radiations of less length are utilized, the problem may be 


solved more quickly, but these waves would be transmitted only a 
few score yards.
